Butthe operations of nature 
are permanent and immutable, and no man now 
expects a thunder storm when crossing thunder 
bay, any more than when entering that of Sandus- 
ky. We effected our passage with a fair and 
moderate wind, and under a cloudless skv. 

"Near Point au Sable, the first highland be- 
comes visible, and from Ibence to Mackinac, the 
distant view from the lake is bounded by a range 
ol low hills- We have no means of estimat ug 
their elevation, but it is evidently very inCon^il'l- 
erable, and elsewhere would excite little obser- 
vation. Here, however it relieves the eye fa- 
tigued by a prospect in every other direction, 
bounded only by the horizon. 

‘■The extent of this whole coast Is more than 
three hundred miles — the traveller by land, sees 
no desirable land along the rout — the timber is 
principally evergreen which even in the gayest 
season of the year has a niclancliolly aspect. 
The deciduous trees arc not numerous, and of a 
kind which indicates the most sterile soil; and 
surely the fertile spots “are few and far be 
tween,” like the oasa of the Lybian dc.se: fs. 
Little is hazarded in asserting, that the iimnedi- 
nte coast of the lalie will not resound with (he 
woodman’s axe for ages anil perhaps never. Mi- 
gratory as our people are, they will not migrate

■the eastern headland offtake Michigan, the im- 
mediate shore of ft ike Huron is generally low 
and sandy. There i« an extent hoivci erofmany 
miles of a most extraordinary formation. The 
margin of the lake is hounded by two banks of 
stones rot water worn, but nppa'-autly tbe ru 
dest debris of masses of rocks, biokcn into every 
yi'ze and form. Tbe first liaiik rises iinmediutelv 
from (he wa(er about five feet, and extends (ive 
•r six rods, to tbe foot of the second bank : whose 
elevation '« iniicb grater, being probably not less 
♦ban ten or tivelve feet. Not the slightest soil 
DOr the most scanty vegetation is found on these 
inhospitable banks — they present the most ilrea 
rv prospect immaginable. These eternal ram- 
parts mav stay tbe progress of the waters, but 
they will forever interdict the permanent estab- 
li.shment of man upon the coast. 

“Thunder hay is about sixty or seventy miles 
northwest of Saginaw bay. It appears to be a 
limicirciilar indentation, with a diameter of a- 
boiit fifteen miles — three or four small Islands at 
the mouth of the, nay, facilitate the traverse a- 
crogs it. This bay, called ranee au tenure, hv the 
French, derives its name from the supposed free- 
quency ofthunder storms in its vicinity. All the 
early vevages testify to the fact, and even as laic 
as 1775, Carver says it thundered continually 
while he was crossing it. He (iroache.s some idle 
theory up”n the subject, unworthy the attei tion 
•f a schoolboy. The firt umloubtcclly is, that 
manv coincidences which may have been observ- 
ed between the crossing of the bay and the oc- 
curence of thunder storms were purely acciden 
tal. Habits of aggeration and credulity, evideii. 
ces of whii h abound in the early writei-s upon 
this country, have propagated and continued the

The adventurous I. a Sally, in his voyage 
through these lakes, on his route to discover the 
mouth of tli'» Mississippi, remained some days at 
Mackinac. His vessel the Griffin, was the first 
decked vessel that ever floated upon the waves 
ol Erie Huron Michigan. She laiyled him. and 
a part ofhis company, at Chicago, and returned 
with a valuable cargo of iieltries —but ber sub- 
sequent fate is involved in total otisriiritv. She 
was never more beard of. and it is doubtful 
whether she foundered in this lake, or whether 
her crew was masaerced bv tbe Indians and tbe 
vessel srnk. Au obscure tradition ba« assigned 
the last as tbe cause of ber ilc«t' iction. Soon 
after (be surrender ol the posts in tliese regions, 
bv tbe F'ronch to (be F.ngli-b. tbe project was 
formed bv (be Indians. ofilispns<es«i'ig the lattor 
— This daring and well concerted spheme origi- 
nated with Pontiac sn t‘(taw ;i ebief, of great in- 
fluence, and one of the (lew liidiaus, whose tal- 
ents and enterprize. circuiMsIatu es ba- enabled 
ns to appresiate. He intended by a simultMiieoiis 
att-ick. to seize everv british post above Niagara. 
tVhen we consider tbe number of these post®, (he 
extent of country they occupied, and the disper- 
sed condition of the Indians, we cannot but ad- 
mire (he firmness and ahilitv with which this 
plan was conreived and nearly executed. The 
most profound secrecy was observed nor bad 
the English the sligliest intimation of the 
plot at any of their posts, except Detroit, and 
there only the night before the at’empt. The 
Indians were suceessfid at Erie, at Lc Boeuf, at 
Sandusky, at the Miami, at Il'ackiaac. at St. Jo- 
seph and at Green Bay. Their mode of attack 
was dilferent at the different posts , depen- 
ding perhaps, on circumstances. At Mack- 
inac they engaged in a game of h:ill upon 
the plain immediately in front of the pali- 
sades. and gradually drew the officers and sol- 
diers without the work, to witness the progress of 
the game. Two nrthreetimes they threw the ball 
into the fort. and were admitted without hesitation 
to recover it. Soon after, it was again thrown 
over, and the garrison being off their guard, the 
Indians rushed in. ami carried the fort without 
resistance, and with all those circumstances of 
attrocioiis cruelty which make (lie blood run cold 
while they are related. 'I'herc are yet living on 
this ksland, two persons who were spectators of 
this mournful catastrophe. Detroit being a 
jilace of great importance, Pontiac reserved to 
himselfthe execution ofthe plan for its captuie. 
He managed his part ofthe scheme with admi- 
rable address, blit owing to the treachery of one 
of tbe squaws, the English obtained a knowledge 
of their danger, and were enabled to guard a- 
gainst it. 'Flic attempt to supprse the place 
failed hut Pontiac commenced a siege, during 
the progress of which, the Indians displayed 
more pei-severance, than in any similar sttempt 
which they have made, since the airival of the 
Europeans. The siege continued with some in- 
terniption and with many vicissitudes, more 
than a year, and was finally raised, in conse- 
quence of tlie arrival of Gen. Broadstreet, in Au- 
gust 1764, with an army ofSOOOnien

FROM THE IIISTORF OP HAWICK. 

THE JACOBITE BAKBF.R 
There is a tolerably well authenticated incident 
in connection with the rebellion of 1745, related ol 
an inbahiiant of Hawick, whose rational qualities 
are said to have been in frequent suhjectiois to his 
choIer,and who would rather have carried a mus- 
ket in the ranks of Charles Edward, than be would 
have borne the baton of a marshal of the Elector 
of Hanover. Thisstero Jacobite left his native 
place about seventy years ago, and having acquired 
the rudiments of the barber business, stopped a 
jshort lime in New-castle-iipon-Tyne, where he wa» 
gradually getting into employment. Unlike his 
I brother Strap, whom Smollet celebrates, he had no 
! antipathy to instruments on proper occasions, and 
I having an ample share of border fierceness iu his 
jeomposition, was deemed qualified, should circum- 
.stanccs excite his wrath, to use the sharp-edged 
instrument of his trade for other purposes than that 
i of smoothing the chins of his customers; and in those 
■times it would not have savoured of “absolute wis- 
doni” to have disputed with any degree of keenness 
in his presence, the divine right of James to the 
throne of these kingdoms. This roan had been em- 
ployed as a guide to the portion of Charles’ army 
that passed through Hawick; he had tbe honor to 
converse with Lord Lovat, te assure him of the de- 
votion ofhis townsmen to the good old cause, and 
to touch his Lordship’s coin upon the occasion. 
These things had sunk the impressions of attach- 
ment sodeepin his soul, that he would have travel- 
ed to Palestine with naboiied peas in bis shoes, 
were it lo have saved the life of that unfortunate 
nobleman. Wlien this eccentric demi-savage so- 
journed in Newcastle, a peison resided there who 



had given evidence on the trial of Lord Lovat, and | 
rumor had made ciirioul that it was prinripally I 
from the tesliinunyol tiiis man the Highland C hief- j 
'tain had licin sacrificed. 'J he loyal whig had been .

One evening as Strap was oc- 
cupied in repairing the damage his razors had sus- 
tained from a busy day’s shaving, who should enter 
his shop but this whig witness, this reputed murder- 
er of I, ord Lovat! The man was ignorant ofhis 
hostility to him, never having exchanged a word 
with him ill his life; so, being on his way home on a 
Saturday evening, with a seven day's heard upon 
his fare, he noticed the shop, and stepped in Strap's 
sitiialion eaii be more easily conceived than de- 
scrit'ed. The wild emotions ofhis nature began In 
boil with him, ‘like Aitnn's breast of llame.' He 
<' ‘iitinued to whet his raaor on his hand for a few 
seconds, incapable of speech. Ills customer ob- 
served boiiiethiiig iiuiistial in appearances, yet look 
possession of the chair with saying he wished to be 
sliaved. The conlounded barber attempted to 
smother the rage that was accumulating iu his bo- 
som, and proceeded to lather the face of the devo- 
ted man. The lalbering continuing for a minute 
or two, the Northumbrian grew impatient, and de- 
sired him to go on. The infuriated shaver, not 
knowing what he did, kept splashing the soap upon 
his victim from car to car. Al length, on drawing 
his weapon to commence ulterior operations, he 
tremblingly arliciihted, ‘Ilieliive, sir. von gave 
evidence against Lord liuvat!’ -yps, Idid.’ -it 
was a serious case tbat,’ nuiltered Strap, half 
choaked with wrath.

It appears that the Sherhro Chiefs, 
with the Caulkers at their heads have been a long 
time mustering their forces for (his attack, while 
the K ussoos have latterly contented themselves in 
fortily ing their post at reyjuirra, with the tleter- 
minatioii of m.'ikinga stand there tiiiriiigthe rainy 
season. The huUoms. who were sanguine ofsuc 
l ess, were repulsed with great slaughter, having 
failed in their attempts lo break through the bar- 
ricade, w bile the iiihahitanis of a town in their 
rear, upon whom they ilejvended for assistance, 
turned against (hem, and cut otf a great number 
of iheir [larty. Some liumlreds of lives have been 
lost, and a lar^e supply of victims for the stave 
market have tints been obtained. 'I'he former is 
the natural consc(|uence of such a sanguinary 
warfare, but the latter is the primary cause and 
gram! stiiiiulnns to those avaricious and design- 
ing Chiefs, who by their immediate intercourse 
with Europeans, and superior cunning, are ena- 
bled to protract the war for the take ofthe vile 
gain which accrues to them; while the inhabi 
tants of the whole country, together with its le- 
gitimate cnmmeri e are involved in one common 
ruin — Boston I'atriot. 

Such is the rapid march of the arts, the scien- 
ces, and general prosperity o( this happy country 
that all our columns would be insufficient to reg- 
ister the particularly important incidents that oc- 
cur by the way. Not a day pa->-sesovrr that we 
do not hear of some magnificent work commen 
ced; some new discovery in philosophy; or come 
great improvement in the arts. In no instance, 
however, have the enterprize and talents of our 
countrymen been more conspicuous, than in the 
vast improvements in navigation and other facili- 
ties of travelling It has been but a few years 
•"ince m:inv of our rivers — now covered with 
fleets of steamboats— were laboriously navigated 
by none other than the Indian canoe, the batteaii, 
or the rude ark that could descend in a flood but 
never return. We are led to these observations 
by an article, in (he United States Gazette, now 
before ns. The wr ter gives a detailed account 
of a splendid sheet iron Steam-Boat, building at 
York, in Pennsylvania, and intended as a packet 
lioat hetw een Columbia and Northumherlund, on 
the Susquehanna. 

’I'his note! vessel has sixty foet keel, nine feet 
beam, and is only three feet deep. She is com 
posed entirely of' sheet iron, riyeltod w i«li iron riv- 
ets: and the ribs, which are one foot .Tpart, are 
strips of sheet iron-, which hy their peculiar form, 
are supposed to possess thrice the strength of the 
same weight of iron in the square or flat form. 

The weight of iron, when she will have been 
finished, is estimated at 3,400 lbs. — that of the 
-xood in the decks, cabins, &,c at 2,600, being to- 
gether le.ss than three tons; to w hich, add two 
tons for the engine and boiler, and the whole 
weight of the boat ready for operation will be 
five tons. 

She will draw when launched, hnt five inches, 
and every additional ton w hich may be put on 
board of her, will sink her one inch more. 

The boiler is so constructed, as that every part 
of the receptacle for the fire is surrounded bj the 
water intended to be converted into steam; and 
thus the iron is preserved from injury hy the ex- 
cessive heat produced by the combustion ofthe 
coal. Its form is cyliudrical; its length about 
six feet, and it will be placed upright in the boat, 
occupying with the whole engine, not more than 
ten feel by six feet. 

It is calculated that iipwanls of ten thousand 
persons arrive at Columbia and Port Deposit ev- 
ery spring, as tbe conductors of rafts, and about

Is it rot 
rather iiiaUer of astonishment that in spile of all 
ihose arduous exerliouy, in spite of your elevated 
station m public opinion, of your oratory and your 
address, you were beat by a handsome majority, 
and only attained your seat hy four votes! 'I'liese 
recollections, sir, are not revived to v, oiindvonr 
vanily, but fur a more useful purpose: — To shew 
that It required all these exertions and many mor* 
to stifle, even partially, thal feeling of opposition to 
Ihe old Jiidgrs which has existed iu this county foT 
several years. 

I'o your estimable qiialilies, sir, we all bear tcAi 
timony. The world recognizes yniir eleration, and 
has rewarded your talents, your integrity and your 
exertions, by bestowing on you a degree of partial 
ity which but few obtain. Though opposed to you 
iu Hie late contest, 1 have myself beon among your 
wannest admirers. In despite of what I may now 
say of yon, I believe that yon were once a denio- 
cralic republican, and if I now doubt your princi- 
ples, it is with a reluctant feeling, entertained with 
regret, that abilities, fostered, as yours have heen 
by democrats, should be lent lo the purposet of^ 
party, whose object is alike hostile to official rea- 
poiisibility and public equality, which comprises the 
rankest npponeuts of your former principles, many 
oftheroouce avowed enemies of your personal ele- 
vation. 

When you became a candidate, yniir speeches 
breathed nothing but mildness, forgiveness and 
harmony.

Many Editors having indulged, as they h.ud a 
rigiit (o do, tho’ some rather illitierally, in aiiiin- 
advei'siou upon the late decision ofjtidga Brown 
in grunting a new lri;il in the case ol 1. B. Desha, 
the public will no doubt, feel a pleasure in read- 
ing any thing tb;.l may be temperately urged in 
its support.

'1 o read 
and write, (this is not to be insisted on till the 
year 1840.) 4th. To be master of a landed prop- 
erty of the value of jfl 100, or to he in the exercise 
of any iiidepemleiit office or calling, other than 
as a workinan or servant. The question seems 
easily to be settled; for iftlie soldier possesses the 
stated qualifications, he is entitled to vote. 

Test of Vaccination. — When a person has been 
vaccinated on one arm, the oppe rater should vac- 
cinate (he other arm, with matter taken f/om 
the first.
